one  (1)  Road  Agent 

And  to  elect  all  other  necessary  Town  Officers,  Agents  and 
Committees,  and  to  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  2.  To  raise  and  appropriate  such  sum  of 
money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  Town  Officers' 
Salaries  and  Expenses. 

Article  3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  apply  for 
Town  Road  Aid  and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$340.01  for  the  same,  with  the  State  contributing  $2,266.74. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $300.00  to  support  our  local  nursing 
service. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $902.00  which  will  enable  Grantham 
to  be  serviced  by  the  Newport  Ambulance  Service. 

Article  6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  i$5O0.0O  for  the  care  and  maintenance 
of  cemeteries. 


Article  7.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vc4e  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $75.00  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing 
and  promoting  the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of 
the  Town  together  with  the  other  Towns  in  the  Dartmouth- 
Lake  Sunapee  Region. 

Article  8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $0,160.00  for  the  use  of  the  Volunteer 
Fire  Department. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,'50O.00  to  maintain  the  Police 
Department. 

Article  10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $4,557.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  new  Police  Cruiser 
and  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  all  the  money  in  the 
Revenue  Sharing  Fund  established  under  the  provisions  of 
the  Sitaite  and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1972  with  the  balance 
to  be  raised  by  taxation. 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition 
the  State  Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the 
Division  of  Municipal  Accounting  and  make  an  appropria- 
tion to  cover  the  expense  of  the  Audit. 

Article  12,  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,600.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  street 
lighting. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
Library,  Librarian's  salary  and  the  purchase  of  new  books. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  to  defray  the  cost  of  in- 
surance and  bonds  for  the  Town. 

Article  15.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  the  use  of  the  Bicentennial 
Committee. 


Article  16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $2,000.00  for  Summer  Maintenance 
of  roads  and  to  appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,768.72  from  the 
Highway  Subsidy  Fund  for  the  improvement  of  roads. 

Article  17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  for  Winter  Maintenance  of 
roads. 


Article  18.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will 
vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  for  Old  Age  Assistance,  Town 
Poor  and  Aid  to  Permanently  Disabled  Persons. 

Article  19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  take  the 
following  actions  and  adopt  the  following  resolutions  in 
order  for  the  Town  to  qualify  for  the  National  Flood  In- 
surance Program: 


A.  BE  IT  RESOLVED  that  this  Town  voted  to  par- 
ticipate in  the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  and  di- 
rects the  Board  of  Selectmen  to  complete  the  eligibility 
application  and  submit  the  required  information  to  the 
Federal  Insurance  Administration. 


B.  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  Town 
approves  the  proposed  Subdivision  Regulations  submitted 
by  the  Town  Planning  Board  at  public  hearings  duly  held, 
after  proper  notice,  on  December  11,  1975  and  January  8, 
1976  and  submitted  to  this  Town  Meeting,  and  authorizes 
and  empowers  the  Planning  Board,  after  the  Planning  Board 
adopts  said  Subdivision  Regulations,  to  review  and  to  ap- 
prove or  disapprove  new  subdivisions  and  plats  thereof 
in  accordance  with  said  regulations;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  file  with  the  Register  of  Deeds 
of  Sullivan  County  a  certificate  or  notice  showing  that  the 
Town  Planning  Board  has  been  so  authorized  and  has  so 
adopted  Subdivision  Regulations;  and  it  shall  further  be 
the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  issue  all  certificates  of  failure 
when  the  Town  Planning  Board  shall  fail  to  take  action,  as 
provided  in  RSA  36:23. 


C.  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  Town 
Meeting  hereby  assures  the  Federal  Insurance  Adirninistra- 
tion  that  it  intends  to  enact  and  maintain  in  force  for  those 
areas  having  defined  flood  hazards  adequate  land  use  and 
control  measures  with  effective  enforcement  provisions 
consistant  with  the  criteria  set  forth  in  Section  1910  of 
the  National  Flood  Insurance  Program  Regulations  and 
directs  the  Planning  Board  and  the  Building  Inspector  to 
cooperate  with  the  Administrator  in  carrying  out  the  Pro- 
gram. 

D.  BE  IT  FURTHER  RESOLVED  that  this  Town 
hereby  approves  and  adopts  the  proposed  Building  Code 
submitted  by  the  Town  Planning  Board  at  public  hearings 
duly  held,  after  proper  notice,  on  December  11,  1975  and 
January  8,  1976  and  submitted  to  this  Town  Meeting,  and 
directs  the  Selectmen  to  appoint  a  Building  Inspector,  pre- 
scribe his  duties  and  fix  his  compensation. 

Article  20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  elect  a  Plan- 
ning Board  as  follows;  four  members  to  be  elected  at  this 
Town  Meeting,  the  first  to  be  elected  for  four  years,  the 
second  to  be  elected  for  three  years,  the  third  to  be  elected 
for  two  years,  and  the  fourth  to  be  elected  for  one  year. 
The  Planning  Board  will  consist  of  five  members  with  one 
Selectman  serving  as  the  fifth  member. 

Article  21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  continue 
its  membership  in  the  Upper  Valley-Lake  Sunapee  Council, 
and  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $311.00  as  the 
Town's  share  of  the  annual  operating  expenses. 

Article  22.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $200.00  for  the  use  of  the  Planning 
Board. 

Article  23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  complete  the  new  ad- 
dition to  the  Town  Hall. 

Article  24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  Town  Hall. 


Article  25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  be  placed  in  the  Trust 
Fund  for  the  purchase  of  new  equipment. 

Article  26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $4,000.00  to  maintain  the  Town 
Dump. 

Article  27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $700.00  to  defray  the  Town's  share 
of  O.A.B.  taxes  on  its  employees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  take  the  Ladies'  Aid  Room  at  the  Library 
and  use  it  for  a  Selectmen's  Office  in  conjunction  with  the 
room  now  used  as  a  town  office  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
a  sum  of  money  for  same. 

Article  29.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $1,000.00  to  be  used  for  legal  assis- 
tance and  fees. 

Article  30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  if  necessary  in  anticipation 
of  taxes. 

Article  31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize 
the  (Selectmen  to  dispose  of  any  tax  acquired  properties 
through  sealed  bids,  with  the  Selectmen  having  the  right 
to  accept  or  reject  any  or  all  bids. 

Article  32.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Officers,  Agents 
and  Committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote  re- 
lating thereto.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 


As  you  know  all  too  well,  the  town's  Police  Department 
has  gone  through  numerous  changes  since  last  March. 
Therefore,  it  is  with  great  difficulty  I  present  you  with 
last  year's  summation  of  the  activities  of  the  Grantham 
Police  Department  and  also  a  budget  for  the  ensuing  year. 

1975  Activity  Summary 

Complaints  32 

Arrests  and  summons  5 

Warnings  6 

D.  E.  Tags  4 

Court  appearances  5 

Complaints — Recorded  for  the  year  were  used  for  two 
main  purposes.  First,  to  record  the  problem  or  situation 
which  brought  about  the  complaint,  and  secondly,  a  means 
of  keeping  an  accurate  log  time  of  the  officer  investigating 
the  complaint. 

Written  warnings — Are  kept  on  file  as  with  the  com- 
plaints and  verbal  warnings  recorded  on  an  officer's  sum- 
mary on  the  reverse  side  of  the  complaint  forms. 

Court  appearances — And  arrests  do  not  correspond,  al- 
though the  totals  for  the  year  are  the  same.  One  arrest 
does  not  mean  a  court  appearance.  On  the  other  hand,  one 
arrest  can  result  in  more  than  one  court  appearance,  as 
was  this  case. 

The  efficiency  and  reliability  of  the  Grantham  Police 
Department  was  increased  greatly  in  October  by  the  pur- 
chasing of  a  portable  hand  radio.  This  unit  was  obtained 
through  Federal  funds  and  was  not  a  factor  in  the  1975 
budget.  Now  both  officers  can  stay  in  constant  contact 
when  answering  an  emergency  call.  I  might  also  add 
that  funds  such  as  these  are  readily  available  for  other 
such  equipment  and  should  be  taken  advantage  of. 

The  1975  budget  appropriated  was  short  of  a  little  over 
$500.  This  was  due  primarily  to  an  increase  in  activity 
from  '74  to  '75. 
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The  following  is  an  outline  for  activity  for  the  ensuing 
year. 

Patrolling — Will  not  become  a  steady  practice  for 
the  Department.  It  will  be  done,  however,  on  a  periodical 
or  need-to-be  basis.  I  believe  that  the  town  has  not  come 
to  the  stage  where  it  needs  constant  police  surveillance, 
therefore,  I  have  not  appropriated  motniey  for  such  a 
practice. 

Department  members — I  will  not  appropriate  a  salary 
for  a  second  deputy.  I  feel  that  the  Department  can  run 
more  smoothly  and  efficiently  with  two  men  rather  than 
with  a  third.  Any  additional  assistance  can  be  obtained 
through  the  State  Police  or  surrounding  towns,  both  of 
which  have  been  very  cooperative  in  the  past. 

Court  time — Will  try  to  be  kept  to  a  minimum  when  at 
all  possible.  I  will  try  to  have  as  many  cases  that  I  can  be 
handled  by  the  State  Police.  This  is  primarily  because  of 
my  full  time  job  which  would  interfere,  and  secondly,  cost 
to  the  town. 

Training — I  believe  should  be  included  in  the  budget, 
and  I  have  figured  it  under  equipment.  A  Criminology 
course  on  all  aspects  of  police  duties  would  be  very  useful 
and  practical. 

After  reviewing  last  year's  budget  and  the  great  in- 
crease in  activity,  I  will  propose  the  following  budget.  I 
will  also  break  down  some  areas  of  the  budget  I  feel  need 
special  attention.

Complaints  and  Patrol — Is  money  spent  when  an  of- 
ficer is  called  out  or  on  patrol  time.     The  figure  $1,000.00 
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breaks  down  to  about  12  to  13  hours  per  man  per  month, 
which  is  about  the  same  as  last  year's  monthly  average. 

Supplies  and  Equipment — Will  'include  lights  for 
cruiser,  training,  first  aid  equipment,  emergency  road  equip- 
ment, uniform  items,  and  bookkeeping  or  office  supplies. 

Mileage — Will  include  along  with  personal  cair  use, 
cruiser  maintenance;  such  as  oil  changes,  filters,  snowtires, 
and  labor.  It  will  also  include  registration,  inspection,  and 
insurance  of  the  cruiser. 

This  budget,  I  believe,  will  adequately  cover  the  ex- 
penses of  the  Police  Department  for  the  year.  I  will  gladly 
discuss  any  part  of  this  budget  which  you  may  feel  needs 
special  attention.  I  might  also  add  that  any  Bicentennial 
activities  that  the  town  is  planning  for  this  year  has  the 
full  cooperation  of  the  Police  Department  and  in  conclusion, 
any  help  or  assistance  needed  for  these  activities  will  be 
donated  by  the  Department  at  no  charge  to  the  town.

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REPORT  TO  TOWNS 


Upon  the  recommendation  of  town  selectmen  and  city 
councils,  the  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands  appoints  a 
forest  fire  warden  and  several  deputy  forest  fire  wardens 
in  each  town  and  city  every  three  years.  The  town  or  city 
warden  is  responsible  for  maintaniing  a  force  of  men  and 
adequate  equipment  to  suppress  any  wildfire  that  occurs 
in  his  town  or  city  during  his  term  of  appointment.  The 
fire  warden  must  authorize  all  open  burning  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow.  No  open  fires  can  be 
authorized  between  9  a.  m.  and  5  p.  m.,  unless  it  is  raining, 
without  the  additional  permission  of  the  state  district  fire 
chief. 

Any  person  wishing  to  kindle  an  open  fire  when  the 
ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  first  obtain  the 
written  permission  of  the  forest  fire  warden.  Camp  and 
cooking  fires  also  require  the  warden's  permission. 

The  Division  of  Forests  and  Lands,  through  its  Forest 
Fire  Service,  assists  all  cities  and  towns  in  meeting  these 
requirements  by  training  the  warden  and  deputy  forces  in 
wildfire  suppression  tactics,  making  hand  tool  suppression 
equipment  available  at  fifty  percent  of  cost,  supplying 
pieces  of  Federal  excess  property  for  use  as  fire  attack 
vehicles  and  sharing  up  to  fifty  percent  of  the  cost  of  wild- 
fire suppression  costs. 

Wildfire  prevention  is  also  a  joint  state,  city  or  town 
program.  Smokey  Bear  is  available  from  the  Forest  Fire 
Service  for  local  fire  prevention  programs.  Posters  and 
Junior  Ranger  kits  are  available  for  distribution  by  local 
fire  departments  upon  request  to  the  Forest  Fire  Service. 
Each  forest  fire  warden  is  expected  to  carry  on  a  continuous 
wildfire  prevention  program  within  his  town  or  city.

What  is  Supervisory  Union  #32? 

Under  powers  granted  by  the  legislature,  the  New- 
Hampshire  State  Board  of  Education  combines  local  school 
districts  into  a  Supervisory  Union  under  the  administration 
of  a  Superintendent  of  Schools.  The  Superintendent  of 
Schools,  Assistant  Superintendents,  and  Business  Adminis- 
trator are  state  employees  nominated  by  the  local  school 
boards  and  elected  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  The 
Superintendent  is  responsible  to  both  the  appointed  State 
Board  and  the  elected  local  boards.  The  Superintendent's 
duties  include: 

1.  Enforcing  the  rules  of  the  local  school  boards,  the 
regulations  of  the  State  Board,  and  all  laws  relating 
to  education. 

2.  Directing   and  supervising   the   work   of   all   school 

district  personnel. 

3.  Nominating  all  school  employees. 

4.  Providing  materials  and  supplies  for  the  operation 

of  schools. 

5.  Maintaining  personnel  and  financial  records. 

6.  Removing  employees  for  incompetence,  immorality, 

or  insubordination. 

Supervisory  Union  #32  is  composed  of  the  school  dis- 
tricts of  Grantham,  Lebanon,  Mascoma  and  Plainneld.  The 
total  enrollment  of  the  Supervisory  Union  is  approximately 
4,000  students.  In  the  school  year  1975-76,  Supervisory 
Union  #32  is  administering  combined  local,  state  and  fede- 
ral budgets  exceeding  4.9  million  dollars.  Supervisory 
Union  #32  is  the  fourth  largest  employer  in  the  area  ex- 
ceeded only  by  Dartmouth  College,  Mary  Hitchcock 
Memorial  Hospital,  and  the  Veteran's  Administration.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  GRANTHAM  SCHOOL 
1975—76 


Introduction: 

This  report  seems  difficult  to  pull  together,  and  put 
into  words,  not  because  of  time  or  other  concerns,  but 
because  so  much  has  taken  place  since  the  last  annual  town 
report.  It  becomes  hard  to  choose  what  should  be  included 
and  what  must  be  left  out.  So,  over  the  next  few  para- 
graphs, I  have  attempted  to  pinpoint  some  highlights,  con- 
cerns, and  happenings  of  Grantham  School.  For  everyone 
reading  this  report,  I  can  only  say  there  is  deep  gratitude 
for  all  who  have  in  any  way  helped  the  staff  and  children 
of  Grantham  School  experience  such  an  exhilarating  year. 

1.  Physical  Plant 

The  building  itself  and  the  contents  thereof,  after  the 
extensive  renovations  of  the  1974-75  year,  have  pretty  much 
remained  stable  and  in  good  upkeep  under  the  able  and 
willing  efforts  of  Fred  Reney  who  replaced  Michael  Benoit 
as  janitor. 

Recommendations  for  the  future:

To  staff  the  third  and  fourth  grade  room,  Mrs.  Kath- 
ryn  Reuell  was  hired,  and  at  the  point  of  this  report, 
all  we  can  say,  is  that  she  is  a  marvelous  addition 
to  the  school. 
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3.  Curriculum 

Basic  skills,  such  as  reading,  math,  spelling,  and  lan- 
guage arts  are  being  maintained  and  constantly  improved, 
through  the  individual  conscientiousness  of  each  staff  mem- 
ber as  well  as  many  cooperative  efforts. 

Significant  areas  of  growth  are  in  our  speech  and  lan- 
guage areas.  Through  Supervisory  Union  #32,  we  have  the 
services  of  Mrs.  Polly  Stimson  two  days  a  week  for  any 
child  experiencing  learning  difficulties  in  that  area. 

The  Kindergarten  has  expanded  in  both  length  of  time 
and  variety  of  materials  and  experiences  available. 

The  supplementary  and  enrichment  aspects  of  cur- 
riculum have  been  enlargened  by  the  5th  and  6th  grades 
participation  one  afternoon  a  week  in  the  Lebanon  Junior 
High's  activitiy  afternoon.  This  includes  many  physical 
education  activities.  We  are  also  fortunate  enough  to  have 
access  to  the  facilities  of  Eastman  Pond  Community  Asso- 
ciation, and  have  begun  a  limited  swimming  program. 

Field  trips  are  still  providing  a  widening  background 
of  educational  experiences,  whether  they  be  to  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Science  or  the  Newport  Library.  In  warm 
weather,  Dunbar  Library,  under  the  guidance  of  Mrs.  Linda 
Moore,  will  be  easily  available  to  the  students.

5.  Health  and  Nutritional  Provisions 

A.  Health 

Mrs.  Kathleen  Brown  is  working  closely  with  the 
staff  in  taking  care  of  the  common  health  needs  of 
the  children,  such  as  sight  testing,  hearing  testing, 
etc.    We  are  glad  to  have  her  services  available  to  us. 

B.  Nutrition 

Mrs.  Terry  Davis  has  seen  that  our  meals  are  ample 
and  delicious.  Both  hot  and  cold  foods  are  avail- 
able daily.  In  view  of  the  constraints  of  a  hot  place, 
on  the  variety  of  a  food  program,  and  to  some  degree, 
the  safety  factors  involved,  the  recommendations 
from  the  staff  would  be  the  acquisition  of  a  com- 
plete stove,  including  an  oven.  This  could  also  be 
used  in  conjunction  with  numerous  classroom  pro- 
jects carried  on  throughout  the  year  that  involve 
cooking. 

6.  Transportation 

Mr.  Dwight  Shorey  from  Lebanon  replaced  Mrs. 
Sandra  Healy  as  the  bus  driver  around  December. 
After  adjusting  to  the  schedule  within  the  last 
month,  sub-zero  temperatures  have  hampered  the 
smooth  running   of   the   bus   schedule. 

7.  Other 

I  couldn't  close  this  report  without  mentioning  the 
outstanding  efforts  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Holt, 
Mr.  and  Mrs,  Reg  Field,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miles,  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Ed  Masone,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Bud  Struble  and  Mr. 
and  Mrs.  Pete  Gallien  who  worked  so  wholehearted- 
ly on  the  Grantham  School  Fair  of  last  Spring,  and 
made  it  the  tremendous  success  that  it  was.  We  all 
all  enjoyed  and  benefited  from  it  so  much. 

Who  can  forget  the  endless  hours  of  toil  and  trouble 
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that  went  into  the  beginning  renovations  of  our  playground? 
Once  again,  we  are  greatly  indebted  to  Norm  Beaulieu,  Reg 
Field,  Peter  Gallien,  Emil  Hanslin,  Robert  Holt,  Charles 
Moore,  Jr.,  Tim  Price  and  John  Rockwell,  and  Bud  Struble. 
We  understand  that  the  playground  will  be  due  for  more 
hands  and  hours  in  the  Spring  when  we  would  like  to  seed 
it  with  a  sturdy  grass.    We  hope  more  people  can  join  us. 

And  a  fantastic  Christmas  program  thanks  to  Tomie  de 
Paola  and  his  crew  from  Collby-Sawyer  College  who  work- 
ed long  and  hard  with  the  students.  Christmas  was  com- 
plete even  to  Santa  Claus,  thanks  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Miles. 

Then  there  is  Mrs.  Pat  Masone,  Mrs.  Betty  Mutney  and 
Mr.  and  Mrs.  John  Rockwell,  who  are  coming  every  week 
to  the  school  to  help  small  groups  of  students  learn  some- 
thing a  little  better  by  an  adult  giving  some  of  their  time 
and  expertise. 

There  is  the  school  board  of  Robert  Hubbard,  Charles 
Moore,  Jr.,  and  Mrs.  Jan  Struble  who  have  spent  endless 
hours  trying  to  improve  everything  from  maintenance  to 
curriculum  at  the  school.
